SCHOOL  COMxMITTEES  REPORT. 


Seldom  have  there  been  so  few  inefficient  schools 
throughout  the  town  as  during  the  past  year,  and  we  feel 
warranted  in  stating  that  they  have  been  as  successful  as 
they  well  can  be  under  our  present  system  of  school  man- 
agement. The  prudential  committee  have  been  unusually 
fortunate  in  the  selection  of  teachers  and  no  case  of  insu- 
bordination or  school  trouble  has  occurred  of  a  sufficiently 
serious  nature  to  come  to  the  attention  of  the  school  com- 
mittee. 

And  yet  no  one  experienced  in  supervising  schools  can 
spend  even  an  hour  in  the  best  of  them  without  the  convic- 
tion that  their  usefulness  in  fitting  scholars  to  bec(.)me  suc- 
cessful citizens  is  far  short  of  what  it  should  he.  There  is 
too  much  of  the  superficial,  especiall}'  in  that  part  of  the 
school  work  which  is  the  most  elementary.  The  fact  seems 
to  be  overlooked  that  it  is  in  this  that  thorough  and  careful 
instruction  is  most  needed  to  equip  men  and  women  to  dis- 
charge well  their  duties  in  active  life.  It  is  more  essential 
to  be  rapid  and  accurate  in  combining  numbers  in  tlic 
simple  rules  of  arithmetic,  to  write  a  good  legibh*  hand 
with  facility  and  to  have  the  power  of  expressing  tiioughts 
in  writing  with  ease — at  least  so  as  to  be  ca})altl(^  of  writing 
siiii[)lc  business  letters,  notes,  receipts  and  bills — than  to 
1)0  able  to  solve  difficult  ])rol>lems  in  cube  root  or  algebra, 
or  to  be  fauiibar  witli   the   sciences   or    foreign    languages, 


because  it  will  be  mostly  the  former  that  the  majority  of 
people  will  need  to  make  use  of  in  life. 

And  still  in  many  of  our  ungraded  schools  the  ele- 
mentary subjects  are  often  strangely  slighted.  Jn  one 
pupils  were  found  nine  or  ten  years  of  age  who  had  not 
had  sufficient  attention  from  teachers  to  have  learned  even 
to  write  their  names.  Tliis,  however,  under  the  circum- 
stances, was  not  strange,  for  in  that  same  school  Avere  sev- 
eral of  the  older  scholars  pursuing  the  higher  English 
branches,  and  one  with  five  different  studies,  aside  from 
reading  and  spelling.  The  older  rather  than  the  younger 
scholars  were  receiving  the  lion's  share  of  attention  and 
the  higher  English  consuming  the  teacher's  time,  almost  to 
the  exclusion  of  the  more  elementary  and  useful  part  of  a 
common  school  education. 

The  same  evil,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  is  to  be  found 
in  nearly  all  the  ungraded  schools. 

Scholars,  m  their  ambition,  are  apt,  if  unrestrained,  to 
pass  hurriedly  over  first  principles  and  cause  an  undue 
proportion  of  the  teacher's  attention  to  be  given  to  the 
higher  branches  which  they  are,  in  most  cases,  unnecessa- 
rily pursuing.  They  are  depriving  themselves,  as  well  as 
the  younger  part  of  the  school,  of  proper  instruction  in 
the  real  essentials  of  a  practical  education. 

But  what  can  be  done  ?  To  remedy  the  evil  under  our 
])resent  system  would  require  the  entire  time  of  all  tlie 
members  of  the  committee. 

If  some  system  of  grading  could  be  introduced  and  tlie 
([uality  as  well  as  the  quantity  of  work  for  classes  in  all  the 
schools  be  mapped  out  the  trouble  would  largely  disappear. 
]>ut  a  uniform  system  of  grarling  is  impossible  among 
seventeen  districts,  of  Avhich  hardly  any  two  will  have  tlie 
same  number  of  weeks'  schooling  in  any  one  year,  or  any 
one  the  same  number  from  year  to  year. 


Tills  obstacle  was  ovorcoine  by  the  al)()lition  of  tli«^ 
district  system  and  having  the  schools  supported  from  a 
common  fund  and  giving  to  each  the  same  amount  of 
schooling.  But  this  failed  to  give  satisfaction.  Districts 
craved  tlie  riglit  to  manage  their  own  educational  affairs. 

A  partial  remedy  might  be  found  in  another  manner. 
Under  our  present  system  of  apportionment  the  Rochester 
village,  East  Rochester  and  Gonic  districts  receive  about 
S642  less  of  the  $1000  extra  school  money  raised  by  the 
town  than  they  pay  into  the  treasury,  and  this  is  distril>- 
iited  among  all  the  other  districts,  regardless  of  the 
amount  of  money  they  may  otherwise  have.  Could  this 
amount  be  apportioned  among  the  poorer  districts  in  sucli 
a  manner  as  to  make  tlie  school  money  of  each  equal,  and 
as  nearly  as  possible  equal  to  that  of  the  wealthier  dis- 
tricts, a  uniform  system  of  grading  throughout  the  town 
perhaps  might  be  possible.  But  this  works  a  wrong  in 
one  particular.  It  would  tax  our  people  to  support  long 
schools  in  several  small  districts,  which  would  contribute 
but  a  small  portion  to  their  school  money,  and  which  have 
few  scholars  and  might  be  united  to  other  districts,  to  their 
own  as  well  as  the  advantage  of  all  the  other  districts. 
For  instance,  that  known  as  the  Phineas  Hoyt  district,  the 
inhabitants  of  which  paid  only  $10.4:i  t(twards  the  $97.37 
of  money  allotted  them  the  past  year,  ought  to  be  divided 
up  and  annexed  to  other  adjoining  districts.  The  two  on 
tlie  main  road  miglit  be  united.  They  are  both  very 
small,  one  averaging  only  live  and  the  other  hve  and  one- 
half  scholars  the  past  year  :  so  likewise  might  the  Flagg 
district  and  that  on  the  Xeck,  (.)ne  averaging  ten  and  the 
other  six  scholars,  and  also  the  Poor  Farm  district  and 
Dudley  J>.  Waldron's,  one  averaging  tliirteen  and  the 
other  five  scholars  the  past  year.  II  these  six  could  be 
transformed    into    three,    and    a    sch(»c)lhousc  iiiowmI  to  the 


centre  of  eacli  of  tlie  united  districts,  the  distances  schol- 
ars would  have  to  travel  to  school  could  not  be  so  great  as 
to  much  fatigue  them,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
they  would  for  the  most  part  have  good  roads  over  which 
to  travel.  These  schools  would  then  be  of  about  the  right 
size  to  awaken  a  healthy  competition  among  pupils  and 
lend  some  inspiration  to  the  teachers,  would  be  more  inter- 
esting and  profitable,  and  in  addition  have  a  greater 
amount  of  schooling. 

If  this  reduction  in  the  number  of  districts  could  be 
made,  most  of  the  smaller  ones  would  disajjpear,  and  the 
school  money,  as  before  stated,  could  be  so  distributed 
that  the  poorer  would  have  nearly  as  much  schooling  as 
the  wealthier  districts.  A  uniform  system  of  grading 
could  then  be  introduced,  and  thoroughness  enforced  in  all 
the  schools,  and  the  superficial  instruction  now  in  vogue  in 
most  of  tliem  would  be  avoided. 

May  we  not  hope  that  these  needed  improvements  may 
be  consummated  at  an  earl}^  day  ?

Report  of  District  No.  8. 


The  time  probably  will  not  be  very  j^oon  when  improve- 
ments may  not  be  made  in  our  >Jchools,  yet  we  think  the 
village  may  justly  be  proud  of  the  eftieieney  to  which 
theirs  have  arrived.  Many  of  them  are  among  the  best  to 
be  found  anywhere.  The  teachers  for  the  most  part  realize 
the  importance  of  their  positions,  are  earnest,  hard  working 
and  painstaking,  ever  Avatching  and  seeking  to  improve 
themselves  by  new  and  improved  methods  of  instructi<:)n. 
Tliey  bring  to  their  work  a  good  degree  of  enthusiasm  and 
succeed  in  imparting  a  like  spirit  to  tlieir  i)iipils. 

Among  the  many  excellencies  in  our  si-uools  may  be 
mentioned  the  advance  made  in  writing  an<l  language  in 
the  primaries  and  intermediates.  A  short  time  ago  very 
little  attention  was  given  to  either  in  these  grades.  X<.w 
even  the  pupils  in  the  primaries,  few  of  whom  liave  Ix'cn  in 
school  over  two  years,  write  a  more  legil)le  hand  and  witli 
more  facility  than  can  an  equal  number  of  our  a(hdt  })0[»u- 
lation  if  promiscuously  selected. 

The  children  in  this  grade  have  also  been  en  -ouraged  to 
wiite  little  stories  or  themes,  and  many  of  their  })roduc- 
tions  would  be  creditable  to  much  older  ])eo]»l('. 

It  was  to  secure  further  facilities  foi-  iiiakin--  iiii|>r(ive- 
m<'nts  in  writnig  and  coinjxisititni  that  the  district  was 
asked  to  furnish  text  books  in  language  (not  in  foreign 
languages  for  the  high  scliool).  a  proposition  which  some 
thought  savored  of  jobbciy.      May  it  net  be  a>kc<l  il    th-  re 
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are  l>etter  opportunities  for  jobbery  in  buying  a  few  books 
in  language  and  reading  than  in  employing  teachers,  pur- 
chasing fuel  and  supplies  for  the  schools.  Usually  some 
confidence  has  to  be  placed  in  the  integrity  of  those 
intrusted  with  the  management  of  public  affairs. 

Our  school  accommodations  have  heretofore  been  a  great 
obstacle  to  the  success  of  the  schools.  This,  however,  is 
beino;  removed. 

The  new  schoolhouse,  a  good  substantial  building,  for  the 
most  part  well  arranged,  designed  to  accommodate  the 
high  school  and  two  hundred  and  fifty  grammar  school 
pupils,  meets  a  long  felt  want  and  is  an  honor  to  the 
district.  It  is  finely  located  for  drainage  and  pure  air,  on 
a  good  spacious  lot.  If  that  part  of  the  lot  between  the 
hill  and  river  could  be  drained  and  leveled  it  w^ould  make 
an  admirable  play-ground  for  the  scholars. 

The  Portland- street  schoolhouse,  which  was  badly  out 
of  repair,  dingy  and  forbidding  in  appearance,  has  been 
replastered  and  painted  within  and  without,  and  is  now 
quite  a  neat,  cheerful  schoolroom. 

The  last  legislature  enacted  a  law  that  ^^physiology  and 
hygiene,  including  special  reference  to  the  effects  of 
alcoholic  stimulants  and  narcotics  upon  the  human  system, 
shall  be  prescribed  in  all  schools  sufficiently  advanced," 

Only  one  text  book  designed  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  this  law  has  been  published,  and  tliis  is  so  inaccurate  that 
it  is  thought  best  not  to  introduce  it.  Others  are  being 
Vva'itten  and  one  is  now  in  press,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
advice  of  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  we  are 
waiting,  and  as  soon  as  a  suitable  book  can  be  found  the  law 
will  be  complied  with.
